CO 413:1 Loud and Unreasonable Noises Involving Vehicles

“Loud and unreasonable noises” shall include, but not limited to, any noise
occasioned by any one or more of the following actions of the operator of a vehicle
operated within the limits of the Town of Allenstown:

a. Misuse of power exceeding tire traction limits in acceleration, sometimes
knows as “laying down rubber” or “peeling rubber.”

b. Misuse of braking power exceeding tire traction limits in deceleration where
there is no emergency.

c. The blowing of any horn, except as a warning signal, or the use of any other
noise-making devise, whether the vehicle is either in motion or standing still.

d. The operation of a mobile refrigeration unit or other types of compressors
between the hours of 8:00 PM and 7:00 AM while the vehicle is not in
motion, except for emergency use or while actually loading or unloading,
subparagraph (d) applies to residential areas and those commercial and
industrial areas where such noises can be heard in residential areas.
